Magill said he paSsed through the din- 
ing room at 11:40 or 1%: and saw that 
six men were in there. He said he did 
not see any women in the dining room. 
He retired, he said, about 12:35. 

Found Dining Room Ablaze. 

Joe Spezia, the scrubman, testified, re- 
lating the same story as was printed ex- 
clusively in the Post-Dispatch last Fri- 
day. He said he was certain the fire did 
not start in the kitchen, where he was 
at work. Looking through a hole in the 
door, he said, he saw the ‘‘whole dining 
room was in flames.”” He said no one 
else was in the kitchen, that the gas 
stove had been turned cff and the char- 
coal fire was nearly out. He went down 
the freight elevator to the lobby, he 
said, where he spread the alarm. He 
said that while in the lobby he saw 
Josephine Leonard, the pantry girl, run- 
‘ning downstairs in her bare feet. He 
gaid Josie worked until midnight and 
had been ill that night. 

Mrs. Bertha Magill, wife of Manager 
Magill, had her left arm in a bandage 
auwhen she was called as a witness. Her 
arm was broken a short time before the 
fire, and she carried it in a sling when 
‘she ran through the halls of the club 
beating on the doors and warning the 
guests that the building was on fire. 

The Magills are living at 4618 Tower 

Grove place. 
_ John Mattick, captain of the waiters 
at the M. A. C., testified he left the 
club at 1:20 a. m. and that nobody was 
in the dining room at that time. Every- 
thing appeared to be in good order, he 
said, and there was no smell of gas.

Levy, members of the club; Frank Osner

Last of Victims Believed to Have 
Been Taken From M. A. C. 
Fire Ruins. 


HAMMER IS RECOVERED 


Six at Morgue Not Recognizable 
—Chasnoff, Hancock and 
Shyne Identified. 


‘The thirtieth, which is also believed to 
be the last, of the bodies of victims in 
the Missouri Athletic Club fire, was 
taken. by workmen Monday morning 
from the ruins of the Boatmen’s Bank 
Building. The body, which had been un- 
der tons of wreckage on the first floor 
of the annex, in the rear, was identified 
by a pocketbook found in the clothing, 
as that of William A. Hunick, 39 
years old, a civil engineer for the Mis- 
souri Pacific. 

The twenty-ninth body, recovered from 
the ruins Sunday, was identified Mon- 
Gay by Drs. Max Stone and Amos Lew- 
is, dentists, as that of Marx Hammer, 
president of the Neusteter Cloak and 
Suit Co. J. B. Bolind and W. B. Eise- 
man of Neusteter’s concurred in the 
dentists’ finding, and J. L. Hyman of 
Fhiladelphia recognized a scar on the 
bcdy from a Surgical operation. Hyman 
took charge of the body, and will take it 
to Hammer's parents in Philadelphia. 

The body of Thomas B. Shyne, type- 
writer salesman, was identified at the 
Morgue by Dr. J. E. Meters, dentist, and 
Shyne’s father and brother, from Syra- 
cuse, N. Y., concurred in the identifi- 
cation and took charge of the body. 


Six Unidentified Bodies. 
These identifications left six unidenti- 


fied bodies in the Morgue, which it may 
not be possible to distinguish individ- 
ually. Plans for a non-sectarian pub- 
lic funeral are being made by the club’s 
Rescue and Relief Committee, of which 
J. N. Verdin is chairman. 

The committee considered its work 
at the ruins practically ended with 
the finding of the thirtieth body, but 
one member was left on duty for any 
possible development. Building Com- 
missioner McKelvey kept his force of 
200 men digging into the wreckage, 
determined to make sure that no 
more bodies are there. When he has 
established this to his satisfaction, 
he will begin demolishing the walls. 

Hunicke’s body was  extricated 
from the wreckage an hour and a 
half after it was found and identi- 
fied by the pocketbook. The place in 
which it was found caused the belief 
that Hunicke, partly dressed, jumped 
to the roof of the annex and was 
caught in the collapse. 

The Hunicke identification was con- 
firmed at the morgue by. Hunicke’s 
brother-in-law, Emil Hammerstein of 
3002 Henrietta street. The face was 
readily recognizable. 

Three More Bodies Found. 

The twenty-seventh, twenty-eighth and 
twenty-ninth bodies were taken Sunday 
from the ruins. By the use of dental 
charts two of them were identified as 
the bodies of J. E. Chasnoff, manager 
of advertising promotion for the Re- 
public, and Allen R. Hancock of 4141 
Cook avenue, salesman for the Under- 
wood Typewriter Co. The third was 
the one identified Monday ag Hammer’s. 

The body of D. E. Fitzgerald, identi- 
fied Saturday night, was taken to 
Springfield, Mo., on the Frisco train 
leaving Union Station at 2:30 p. m. Sun- 
day. E. D. Levy, general manager of 
the Frisco, lent his private car for this 
purpose, and the locomotive and tender 
were draped in black. The funeral was 
set for Monday afternoon,

OLYMPIC THEATER 
AND HOTELS ARE 
TO BE INSPECTED 


Building Commissioner McKel-| 
vey Declares Mercantile Houses 
Also Will Be Examined. 


An immediate inspection of the Olym- 
pic Theater, of mercantile buildings and 
hotels, in the interest of a asfety cam- 
paign, was decided upon Monday by 
Building Commissioner, McKelvey, fol- 
lowing reports of Fire Department of- 
ficials on the Olympic Theater and the 
Buckingham Hotel Annex. 

Attorney John E. Bowcock, acting for 
McKelvey, arranged for a visit to the 
Olympic Theater Monday afternoon by 
a committee consisting of Fire Chief 
Swingley, H. C. Henley, chief of the 
Fire Prevention Bureau, and Otto J. 
Krieg, plan examiner of the building de- 
partment. Bowcock said the inspection 
would be a thorough one. 

Could Revoke License, 

Bowcock was not ready to say wheth- 
er the inquiry would be extended to in- 
clude other theaters, but said it was 
likely such theaters as are not first- 
class, modern buildings would be in- 
spected. 

In case of a theater which ts found 
to be in violation of the building ordi- 
nances, he said, the department woukil 
give a three-days’ notice to the propri- 
etors to show cause why the building 
commissioner’s certificate to the license 
collector should not be revoked. If a 
satisfactory showing was not made, the 
eertificate would be revoked, and it 
would become the License Collector’s 
duty to revoke the theater’s license. 

In the case of mercantile buildings. 
Bowcock said, the investigation will be 
made for the purpose of determining 
whether the strainways are built to con- 
form with the ordinances. 

It was also announced that the base- 
ments of hotels and, mercantile build- 
ings would be inspected, to see if rub- 
bish was stored there, as was found by 
Fire Department inspectors to be the 
case at the Buckingham Annex. 

In the case of the Buckingham Annex, 
it was decided not to make a new in- 
vestigation, but to send the management 
a notice to clean up the basement im- 
mediately, under an ordinance which 
became effective Jan. 31, fixing a pen- 
alty for the storing of rubbish in the 
basement of any building. 

Bowcock, speaking for McKelvey, who 
was busy at the M. A. C. ruins, said 
the commissioner was determined to en- 


force the law rigidly.

LAST PARTY SAW | 


NOTHING UNUSUAL 
IN DINING ROOM 


H. S. Haas and Friends Say Only 
Several Employes Were There 
When They Went. 


THEY SMELLED NO GAS 
Haas and Ackerman Took Room 


at Club and Escaped Down 
Rear Stairway. 


Members of the last party of guests 
which left the Missouri Athletic Club 
dining room before the fire last Monday 
morning told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
last night of the conditions there as the 
party broke up, shortly after 1 a. m. 
It was in the dining room that the fire 
was first seen, as related hitherto in 
the Post-Dispatch by Joseph Spezia, 
scrubman. 

Those in the party were Harry §&. 


Haas, assistant manager of the Crown 
Millinery Co., residing at 6244 Water- 
man avenue; Lester P. Ackerman, sales- 
man of the Missouri Feather Co., re- 
siding at 5575 Waterman avenue; Sydney 
Goldberg, buyer for the Levis-Zukoski 
Millinery Co., and Raymond Goldberg, 
salesman for the Rice-Stix Dry Goods 
Co., residing at 4361 Maryland avenue, 
Ben Gross and a salesman named Lip- 
chitz, both of New York, staying at 
the Hotel Jefferson. 

The party attended the theater Sun- 
day night, after which they walked to 
the M. A. C. It was between 11:3 an: 
12 o’clock, Haas said, when they reached 
the dining room. As he remembers the 
surroundings, there were only three 
other. parties in the dining room at the 
time, two men and two women, each 
in two of the parties and one couple in 
the other. 

Couple Sat in Corner. 

Haas and his friends occupied a large 
round table which stood about midway 
from the Fourth and Washington ave- 
nue corner of the third floor and the 
elevator entrance, which was diagonally 
opposite that corner. The couple was 
sitting against the curved wall of the 
corner and the other two parties were 
near their table.* 


avenue side of the dining room were lit, 
according to Haas, and the others and 
as each preceding party departed a 
waiter or other employe of the club 
would turn out the lights above the 
table that had been occupied. 

Haas’ recollection is that one party 
of four departed from the dining room 
about 12:30 o'clock, the other party of 
four about 1 o’clock and the couple 
about 1 or 1:6. 

He also remembers that the waiter or 
employe who turned out the lights above 
the tables, two or three times accident- 
ally turned out the cluster of lights 
above the table his party occupied. 
When he and his friends departed, Haas 
said, there were one or two waiters, or 
one waiter and two or three bus boys 
moving about the dining room, and 
only a few lights near their table were 
lit. 

The Haas party broke up about 1:10, 
when one of his friends pulled out his 
watch and remarked it was past 1 
o’clock, 

Haas and the Goldberg brothers agree 
that save for the lights above their 
table and possibly a few others in the 
southeast corner of the room, the dining 
hall was not lighted. Haas and Sidney 
Goldberg said they could see well 
enough, however, to know that the mem- 
bers of their party and the waiters and 
bus boys were the only ones in the din- 
ing room at the time. 

They all said they smelled no smoke 
or gas, or saw anything to indicate 
that the dining room was in anything 
tut its norma! condition. Haas and the 
Goldbergs said that members of their 
party had been smoking, but tifey were 
positiva they threw the cigarette and 
cigar stumps only in the ash trays and 
dishes on the table. 

Haas and Ackerman Got Room. 

The six friends rode down the ele- 
vator, and, at Ackerman’s suggestion, 
because of the late hour, Haas and 
Ackerman decided to remain at the 
club all night. After bidding the 
others good night, Haas and Acker- 
man signed for a room and went up 
the elevator to the fourth floor. They 
were assigned to a room on the 
Fourth street side, about midway be- 
tween Washington avenue and the 
north end of the building. 

As they stepped off the elevator, 
Haas said, they met Harry Davisson, 
the club’s night watchman. He in- 
quired what they (Haas and Acker- 
man) were @oing there so late and 
they replied they intended sleeping 
there. 

After entering the room, Haas said, 
he suggested that Ackerman raise the 
ehades so that they would not over- 
sleep. After they had chatted about 
fifteen minutes, Haas said, he half 
dozed, and after what he judged to 
be about 15 minutes, was swakened 
by Ackerman. They ran to the win- 
dow and saw the reflection of flames 
in the Shapleigh Hardware Co. win- 
dows. After partly dressing they 
went into the hall and met another 
man. They ran to the rear eleva- 
tor shaft, and after pounding on the 
door, Haas opened a window to the 
right of the shaft. Smoke was com- 
ing up and closed it. Then Ack- 
erman opened a window to the left 
of the shaft and they could see a 
roof about 10 feet away. Haas re- 
turned to the first window and on 
opening it saw that the smoke wasn't 
as dense at at first. This window 
led to the inclosed inside fire escape 
and they ran down the steps. 

At the bottom, a door, leading into 
the auditor's offices was cicsed, but 
not locked. They went through the 
office into the lobby and on to Wash- 
ington avenue.

Change in Company Name. 

Chairman Atkinson asked Wass why 
the company changed its name a year 
ago from the Bell Telephone Co. of Mis- 
souri to the Southwestern Telegraph and 
*elephioone Co. of Missouri, when there 
efready was a Southwestern Telegraph 
end Telephone Co. of New York, which 
owned its stock. Alkinson asked if 
there was any varticular reason for hav- 
ing two. empanies with exactly the 
same ndme. Wass said he did not know 
the reagon, and that he had advised 
against it. 

He said the directors of the two com- 
panies, he thougift, were the same. 

Commissioner Shaw developed from 
the witness that it was the custom of 
the company to borrow money for new 
construction and then issue capital stock 
for the amount borrowed. 

Wass then testified that the deprecia- 
tion fund was not In money, and that it 
had been used for new construction. 

Depreciation Fund Use. 

Chairman Atkinson said: 

“The public is interested in knowing 
@f this $758,603 of accrued depreciation 
4s im cash in bank, earning 8 or 4 per 
cent, which would affect the rates the 
public has to pay just that much.” 

Wass sald that if the company had 

y@ used the depreciation fund, it would 

ave had to borrow money for construc- 
tion and pay probably 5 per cent for it. 

Waes said that the plant valuation 
was $10,847,673 and that considered the 
property at 100 per cent valuation. He 
paid property was not depreciated on 
the books until it reached a condition 
where it had to be discarded, and that 
then it was marked off the books. 

Wass testified that a portion of the 
{nterested capital of the company may 
represent current repairs, and may not 
properly be included in capital invested. 
He gave no estimate -of what the

8. H. Harris, general counsel for the 

company, told the commission that

-@etails of either the engineering or finan- 


cial condition of the company. The en- 
gineers and accountants are still at 
work, he said, and he was unable to say 
when the company would be ready. 

; Tella History of Company. 

Wass was the first witness, testifying 
to the history of the company. He said 
that the Bell Telephone Co. of Missouri 
was organized in 1879, with a capital 
‘stock of $400,000, which was represented 
by the then existing telephone property 
in St. Louis, which was owned by the 
American District Telegraph Co. 

Five men, whose names he said he 
could not give, obtained all of the stock. 

He admitted that in all probability the 
£400,000 was not the value of the proper- 
ty turned in for the capital stock, be- 
cause, he said, a short time later they 
returned to the company $100,000 of stock 
which later was sold for cash for the 
company. 

In 1898, he said, the capital stock had 
increased to $991,000, and in 1913 to §$10,- 
000,000. In addition to the capital, he 
said, the company had obligations which 
went to capital of $2,250,000, making the 
capital obligation now $12,500,000.

Posse Pursues Bandits, Said to 
Have Been Mexicans, Who 
Killed U. S. Official. 


SAN DIEGO, Cal., March 16.—Bitter 
feeling caused by the killing Saturday

In response to Atkinson's questions 
as to the source of the $2,500,000 obliga- 
tions which later had been added to 
the capital obligation, Wass said tha 
company borrowed it from St. Louis 
persons, from the American Telephone 
& Telegraph Co., and from the subsi- 
diary of the A. T. & T., doing business 
in Arkansas. 

Vepreciation Nearly $2,000,000, 

Wass said the property during the 
life of the company had depreciated 
between $1,500,000 and $2,000,000. He said 
he could not tell the amount whieh had 
been expended for renewals. 

The depreciation account in December, 
1913, was $758,608. He said he could not 
give an accurate statement of what the 
average annual depreciation could be. 
Chairman Atkinson attempted to get 
Wass to say what per cent of'the plant 
value should be set astde, but Wass 
would not do so. 

Atkinson sald that tn a telephone case 
in Nebraska the average depreciation 
was 6 per cent and the current main- 
tenance 3 per cent, making a total of 9 
per cent for maintaining a_ telephone 
plant. Wass said he thought § per cent 
would be too low. 

The stock ot the Southwestern Tele- 
graph and Telephone Co. is owned by 
the American Telephone and Telegrapn 
Co., he said.

Carpenter’s Strange Story 
Causes Amazed Detectives 
to Begin Investigation.

Man Wearing a Sombrero. 

Rogers said he left home at 7:30 a. m.

was on his way to see a landlord in 
North St. Loufs, when he was accosted 
at Jefferson avenue and Hebert street 
by a man of medium height and swar- 
thy complexion, who wore a large som- 
brero and a corduroy sutt. Rogers said 
he thought the man was a Mexican. 

Rogers said the man told him he need- 
ed some work done, and led him 
through side streets and alleys into a 
back yard, 

His guide then ushered him into a cel- 
lar, according to Rogers, where two or 
three other men bound and gagged him. 

After dark in the evening, Rogers 
said, the men wrapped him in a blanket, 
loaded him tmto a wagon, drove some 
distance and threw him into a hole in 
the floor of another cellar, where he 
was kept until Friday. 

During hts captivity, Rogers said 
his captors brought hig meals regu- 
larly and continually asked him 
about his wealthy brother. Rogers 
assured them he had no brother, but 
they refused to believe him. 

When he had eaten his supper Frt- 
day evening he said one of the men 
blew a powder into his eyes, blinding 
him, and they again wrapped him in 
the blanket and loaded him into a 
wagon. After @riving again, they re- 
moved the gag and the bonds and 
dumped him into the street, he sa{/l. 

Amazed detectives started out to 
try to check up his story.

FARTHOUAKE AND 
VOLCANO IN JAPAN 


One Town Destroyed, Another 
Wrecked and Mine Collapses 
Burying 300 Workmen. 


TOKIO, March 16.—Fear that hundreds 
have perished in the earthquake at Akita 
and Kowakubi and as a result of the 
eruption of the volcano Asama-Yama, 
were expressed here today. 

The bodies of 60 persons have been re- 
covered from the basin of the Omono 


River, where 320 houses were destroyed. 
Many houses were destroyed in both 
Akita and Kowakubi and it is known 
that some of the occupants perished. 

The village of Kitameno has been 
burned, but the number of lives lost 
there was not reported. 

Fears are expressed for 300 workmen 
who were in a copper mine at Tsunm- 
dato. It js known that the mine col- 
lapsed and it is believed that few of 
those inside could have survived. 

Simultaneous with the earthquake 
came terrific explosions and the bursting 
of flames from the volcano Asama- 
Yama, which terrified the mhabitants 
of that district. 

Akita is a garrison town on the Sea of 
Japan, and has a population of about 
20,000. 

Asama-Yama is the largest active vol- 
cano in Japan. Its last great eruption 
was in 1783, when several villages on the 
north side of the mountain were oblit- 
erated by huge streams of lava. 


Cleveland Seismograph Reeords 40- 
Minute Earthquake. 
CLEVELAND, O., March 16.—Disturb- 
ances recorded by the seismograph at 
St. Ignatius Observatory here early to- 
day indicate an earthquake of # min- 
utes duration at a distance of 65000 
miles. The shocks began at 2:36 a. m., 

and lasted until 3:16 a. m.

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GIRL IN TROUSERS 
SLAIN BY DOCTOR 
WHO KILLS SEL 


Had Donned Brother’s Clothes, 
Belted on Revolver and Stolen 
From Home in Night. 


OAKVALE, Miss., March 16.—Miss3 
Clara Polk, the 19-year-old girl who was 
shot to death early yesterday in the 
street by Dr. John J. Stringer, 42 years 
old, who ended his own life, wags at- 
tired in boy’s clothing and is believed to 


have attempted to elude her married 
‘admirer in that disguise. She was armed 
with an automatic pistol and although 
there was no evidence she attempted to 
use it, a bullet through her hand shows 
she tried to wrest his pistol from him. 

The girl’s body was clad in coat and 
trousers which belonged to her brother. 
She lay face downward in the road. 
Crumpled under her body, powder 
burned and shattered, was her right 
hand, showing she had made a final 
struggle for life as she fought for the 
revolver. 

Shot Through Heart. 

Both shots that entered her body were 
fired at close range and either could 
have produced death. One entered her 
heart after passing through her hand. 
The other pentrated the lung and lodged 
in the spine. 

Scarcely 4 feet away, and slightly off 
the road, was the body of the physician. 
There was a wound in the temple and 
his face was powder burned. His hand 
still clutched a revolver with the three 
cartridges discharged. An autopsy later 
recovered the bullets which were of the 
same caliber as the revolver. 

Stole FrOm Home to Visit Him. 

A Coroner’s jury late last night de- 
cided the doctor had killed the girl ani 
then ended his own life. This verdict 
was returned after am investigation had 
revealed that for six months Miss Polk 
had been stealing from her home, 
and visiting Dr. Stringer in his office. 

Dr. Stringer went to New Orleans 
early last week and returned Saturday. 
In his absence his wife, who had be- 
come suspicious, interviewed Miss Polk, 
who denied any relation with Dr. String- 
er other than casual friendship. It also 
was brought out that Dr. Stringer re- 
cently had become jealous of Miss Polk. 

Father Hears Shots. 

At 10 o'clock Saturday night, James K. 
Polk, father of the girl, heard shots, but 
did not pay particular attention to them. 
The girl’s family believed her to be 
asleep in her room, to which she had re- 
tired early. 

One version of the shooting is that 
Mrs. Stringer had warned Miss Page 
not to permit Dr. Stringer to pay at- 
tentions to her and that she had ar- 
ranged to go away with an old suitor. 
It was said by some that she was on 
the way to a train to join this suitor 
when she was overtaken and killed by 
the physician. 

Miss Polk was related to one of the 
leading families of South Mississippi. 
Dr. Stringer had practiced medicine tn 
Oakvale for 2 years. He is survived 
by a widow and several children.

DMINISTRATION BACKS IT 


‘rovides Prison Term and Fine 
for Business Heads Who 
Violate Law. 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—The bill 
‘oviding for the creation of the Inter- 
ate Trade -Commission, regarded by 
resident Wilkon as first in importance 
nong the proposed measures in the ad- 
inistration’s trust program, was placed 
efore the Hous? Interstate Commerce 

‘ommittee today. 

The measure, Which would ‘create a 

ew commisison to take over the pow- 

rs and duties of the present Bureau of 
‘orporations, was submitted to the full 
‘ommittee by its subcommittee which 
‘ramed it, made up ef Democrats and 
epublicans, of which Representative 
ovington of Maryland was chairman. 
‘The new bill was agreed upon unani- 
mously by the framers and meets with 
the approval of virtually the full com- 
mittee. Attorney-General McReynolds 
also has approved it. 

Handles All Corporation Cases, 

The bill would transfer all the powers 
nd duties of the Bureau of Corpora- 
ons and the Commisisoner of Corpor- 
itions to the proposed commission of 
three members, presidential appointees 
gubject to confirmation, whose salaries 
would be $10,000 a year each. Only two 
of the commissioners could be from the 
same political party. 

The Covington bill defines as corpora- 
tions all bodies incorporated under the 
Yaw, and joint stock associations, and 
all other associations having shares of 
capital or other capital stock or organ- 
#zed to carry on business for profit. 

Section 9 of the bill, requiring annual 
reports to the commission within three 
months after the close of the year for 
which the report is made, unless addi- 
‘tional time be grantea by the com- 
“mission in specific cases. The commis- 
‘sion also may require such special re- 
‘ports as it may deem advisable. This 
‘gection penalizes violations at $10 a 
day. .

Increases Interest in English 
Composition. 


Pupils of the Cote Brilliante School, 
Cora and Kennerly avenues, have pre- 
pared themselves for the Pageant and 
Masque of St. Louis, to be held in For- 


deal about the early history of St. 
Louis, which the pageant is to repre- 
sent. 

The things which thé children have 
learned most about, thus far, are the 
Piasa bird legend and the -Mound 
Builders. Later they will take up his- 
toric events, in the order 
currence. 

Miss Lillie Ernst, principal, tried the 
experiment of using the pageant his- 
torical subjects in English composition 
work, and found that the _ children 
showed a great increase in their in- 
terest in this branch of study. 

In the classroom work, the children 
wrote compositions on historical and 
legendary subjects, and some of these 
compositions, without corrections 
editing, were printed last week in the 
form of a school paper, the ‘“‘Cote Bril- 
liante Clippings.”’ 

Child, Etght, Writes Legend. 

Edna Rankin, 8 vears old, a _ third- 
vrade pupil, wrote about “The Piasau 
Bird,’’ as follows: 

“Once there was a great bird. Its 
name was the Piasau Bird. It carried 
uway many people. It was a fearful! 
bird. There was a chief named Ona- 
loga, and he was so sad because nearly 
all of his people were eaten up by this 
fearful beast. 

“One night when Onatoga went to 
sleep he could not sleep. It worried him 
so that he could not think of anything 
else. The great spirit said ‘Do not be 
afraid. Call # of the bravest warriors 
and hand them each a bow and an ar- 
row that was dipped in the poison of a 
snake. Then you face the (fearful 
beast.’ Then Onatoga began to sing his 
death song like Indians do before they 
die.

Their father 
told them all about this bird and how 
he ate people and everything else about 
him, and many years after you could 
see the picture of the Piasau Bird. 
Maybe the picture is there yet.”

LINE UP CONGRESS 
AGAINST TOLLS 


Many Democrats Warned They'll 
Be Defeated if They Sup- 
port Repeal Bill. 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—A majori- 
ty of the Democrats who propose to vote 


\against a repeal of the exemption clause 


ir’ the Panama Canal law represent dis- 
tricts on the coast lines where the ship 
subsidy interests are supreme, or in- 
terior districts which wceuld hope to ben- 
efit commercially from a subsidy. A 
vote on the measure is expected early 
next week. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent has 
made a careful poll of the House and 
the results show that strong arguments 
are being used on Democrats to induce 
them to forsake the administration and 
vote with the ship subsidy interests 
marshalled by Lewis Nixon. Members 
on the coast and Gulf of Mexico are be- 
ing threatened with defeat unless they 
vote with the ship owners, and an at- 
tempt is being made to awaken a strong 
anti-British sentiment by striving to 
arouse racial antipathies in members of 
Irish extraction or lineage. 

Irish Vote Used as Club, 

Threats have been made that every 
Irishman will vote against the-members 
who dare to uphold the treaty with 
Great Britain. There are 45 men with 
Celtic names in the House. In spite of 
this, House leaders are convinced the 
President will be supported on roll call 
by a majority that will run from 75 te 
125. 

Of the 16 members from Massachu- 
setts, where the shipping interests are 
predominant, but two will support the 
administration. Representatives Andrew 
J. Peters and Thomas C. Thacher of 
Yarmouth, both Democrats, have re: 
fused to oppose the repeal. All the 
other Democrats will vote with 
position to the repeal. 
setts, who propose to forsake the a:- 
ministration, are M. F. Phelan, J. J. 
Mitchel and F. S. Dittrick. All the Re- 
publicans will vote against repeal. 

Rhode Island Split Evenly. 

The Democratic delegation from 
Rhode Island is split evenly. Peter Goe- 
let Gerry will support the administra- 
tion and George F. O'Shaughnessy will 
vote for those who had hoped to 
make Rhode Island a shipping cente: 
if they were assisted by free tolls. 

New Hampshire, with its shipping 
center at Portsmouth, is represented by 
two Democrats. R, B. Stevens, who 
represents the interior, will support the 
President. HK. E. Reed, from the Man- 
chester district, is undecided. 

If Representative John J. Fitzgerald 
of New York, chairman of the House 
Committee orm Appropriations, will give 
the word, the entire Democratic rep- 
resentation. on the New York deiega- 
tion would line up behind the Presi- 
dent; but Fitzgerald has announced he 
will vote against the President. 


y Notwithstanding the efforts of Nixon’s 


New York shipbuilding company at 
Camden, every Democrat from New 
Jersey has promised to support Presi- 
dent Wilson. William J. Browning, the 
only Republican from New Jersey, who 
represents Camden, the home of Nixon's 
Shipbuilding plant, will vote against 
the repeal. 
One Pennsylvania Disaster. 

After many weeks’ effort, the admin- 
istration whips finally have won over 
every Democrat from Pennsylvania, ex- 
cept Michael Donohoe, who represents 
a section of Philadelphia. The greatest 
single force in his section is the Cramps 
Shipbuilding Co. 

The Maryland delegation, which voted 
solidly in favor of the exemption, when 
the bill was passed in 1912, has come 
over to the President in a body. 

The North Carolina delegation stands 
‘nine to one in favor of the repeal. The 
only member who proposes to oppose the 
President is Representative Claude 
Kitchen, who hopes to succeed Oscar W. 
Underwoed as House leader. 

Six of the seven members from South 
Carolina will vote with the President. 
The only bolter is Representative Rags- 
dale. 

The entire Georgia delegation 
swung into line behind the President. 

The Florida delegation is split. Frank 
Clark will vote with the subsidists. It 
is probable Representative Sparkman 
will do the same. 

With the exception of Representative 
Oscar Underwood, who has announcel 
he will vote against the repeal, and Rep- 
resentative Richmond P. Hobson, who is 
expected to do the same, the Alabama 
delegation will support the President. 

The Louisiana delegation, representing 
a Gulf State, is expected to be split, but 
most of the members have announced 
they will vote against the President. 

Texas Supports President. 

The entire Texas delegation has been 
brought back to the party lines and 
will support the administration. 

With the exception of Representative

NEW YORK, March 16—With the 
th last week of George W. Vander- 
tit, George Westinghouse and John L. 
Cadwallader, officials in the State Comp- 
trolier’s office in this city began a tabu- 
,2tion today of the wealth left by the 
large number of prominent New York 
men who have died since Jan. 1, 1913. It 
is estimated that the total amount of 
wealth passed on to the next generation 
by the death of these men is more than 
$1,000,000, 000. 

The State Comptroller at Albany re- 
ports that for the year ending last Sep- 
tember the total amount of revenue col- 
Jected by the State from inheritance tax 


R®mounted to $12,724,236. The amount to 


praised is believed to be much larger. 

Many Men of Great Wealth Dead. 

Never before in the history of this 
country, it is said, have so many men 
of wealth and power died in such a 
short period. Included in the list are 
such names as J. Pierpont Morgan; 
Anthony N. Brady, Benjamin Altman, 
Charles E. Appleby, George A. Hearn, 
Henry M. Flagler and Isaac V. Brokaw. 

The tax on the Brady estate, paid re- 
cently in advance, on appraisal, in order 
to get a discount on the-regular per- 
centage, was $2,584,000, which is on an 
estimated valuation of $75,000,000. 

The Morgan estate had paid an ad- 
vance tax of $2,500,000 on an estimated 
total valuation of $65,000,000, exclusive of 
works of art, which have been valued at 
more than $50,000,000. George W. Vander- 
bilt is supposed to have left $50,000,v00. 
Attorneys for the estate are working 
on an estimate of the fortune to be made 
to the State Controller. 

Astor Tax Biggest Ever Paid. 

The largest inheritance tax which has 
been paid since the enactmént of the 
law was that of $3,150,000 on the $87,000,000 
estate of the late Col. John Jacob As- 
tor. Previous to that, the estate of John 
S. Kennedy, valued at $67,000,000, hela 
the record.

O stated Sunday that there isn’t 
one share of stock in the local club 
for sale. 

“There was a t'-° when we had 
some stock on | market,” said 
BStifel, Sunday, “but a great many 
of the prospective buyers were 
then only lukewarm. However, 
when our league ‘came through 
big,’ the demand for stock material- 
ly increased. You can’t buy it now 
at a premium.” 


Secretary Oe ran shiner Rickart of the Federal 
League, who is burdened with the task 
of building the outlaws’ schedule for the 
coming season, announced Monday that 
Mordecai Brown’s men would open at 
home, April 13, against either Chicago 
or Indianapolis. Rickart reached this 
decision after seeing the progress that 
had been made in preparing the new 
Fedeyal League Park, at Grand and 
Laclede avenues. 

An army of 120 men worked all Sun- 
day under the direction of Ed Steininger, 
who has the contract for the construc- 
tion work here, and the big grand stand 
now is approaching ‘completion. Work 
will begin Tuesday on the pavilion, while 
the bleachers will be finished next week. 

Persons who paid a visit to the Fed- 
erals’ fort at Grand and Laclede avenues 
were amazed Sunday at the progress 
made in 11 days since the actual con- 
struction work began. The grand stand, 
with a seating capacity of 8000, is fin- 
jshed all but the trimmings. The con- 
crete work for the pavilion has been 
laid, while the steel and lumber is 9on 
the ground. The heavy timbers for 
the bleachers now is being delivered. 


Inclines Instead of Stairs. 


The new grand stand has several at- 
tractive features. One is the inclines 
instead of stairways, while another is 
the absence of supports which tend only 
to obstruct the view of the spectators. 
There are fewer supports in the outlaw 
stand than at either the Brown or 
Cardinal parks, while the tmatn grand 
stand appears larger than that at Rob- 
ison Field. The Sportsman Park stand, 
without its second deck, ts no bigger. 

The grading will be eushed this week 
and the diamond will be ready for the 
sodders before 10 more days. Grass will 
be transplanted from St. Louis County 
with the aid of United Railways work 
cara. 

Secretary Rickart made a special visit 
here Sunday to determine whether the 
local park would be ready for occu- 
pancy by April 13. He visited the zground 
in company with Otto Stifel and Presi- 
dent Steininger and was satisfied with 
the prospects. 

“The schedule making in our league 
isn't an easy job,"’ said Rickart. “We 
have considerable more mileage and the 
long jumps tend to make the job harder. 
Then it is our intention to avoid con- 
flicts as much as possible. In Pitts- 
burg, Baltimore, Kansas City, Indianapo- 
lis, Buffalo and Brooklyn wo will aim 
to play when the other teams are away. 
In St. Louis and Chicago we are bound 
to conflict, and our dates here will de- 
pend upon the situation in Kansas City

D WOLGAST lived up to expectations in his battle with Willie Ritchig 
last Thursday night, fighting a hard and desper-

It is the -writer’s opinign that 
Ritchie did not extend himself to the 
limit, except at times during the bat- 
tle when Wolgast put on extra steam 
and hurried matters. Then the light- 
weight champion increased his speed, 
and even roughed it with Wolgast to 


the latter’s discomfiture. 


Ritchie an Astute Financier. 


There has never been a doubt since 
Ritchie fought Freddie Welsh that 
he can fight if he will, but it has been 
a difficult matter to get him in the 
ring, especially since he won the 
championship from Wolgast more 
than two years ago. Ritchie is a 
clever boxer, a hard hitter, a good 
ring general, physically strong and 
fast and game. Above all, he is an 
astute financier and knows the value 
of his. title as “champion light- 
weight.” This is an asset that will 
bring him in a 16t of money so long 
as he can retain it, and he shows an 
excellent ability to retain it—by not 
fighting. 

Ritchie probably is more confident 
of his ability to defeat Wolgast, any 
time and any number of rounds, than 
he is of some other “hard nuts to 
crack” who might be picked for him. 
Hence his willingness to take on Wol- 
gast at Milwaukee and then nursing 
him along for a final slaughter, prob- 
ably next July or September, when 
it is very likely the two will be 
matched for a 20-round contest on 
the Pacific Coast. And when that 
time comes Wolgast will be rele- 
gated to the rear, so far as his as- 
piration to recover the lightweight 
title is concerned, If these two meet 
in a battle of this sort Ritchie is the 
writer’s pick, and by a_i knockout, 
The fight will never go the limit. 


He is far more likely to get a draw or be 
The latter, in the writer ’s opinion, is the most probable thing to 


In the meantime Ritchie may take 
on a bout or two, but he will be care- 
ful enough in his selection to run 
little risk of defeat, and the bout will 
be of not more than 10 rounds, prob- 
ably with no decision.

DIES OF PARALYSIS 
IN ER BATHROOM 


Noted Woman Editor Succumbs 
to Third Attack of Malady 
in Three Weeks. 


HUSBAND FINDS HER BODY 


She Represented State in Many 
Expositions; Originating ‘Made- 
in-St. Louis’ Show in Paris. 


Mrs. Annie Laurie Y. Orff, editor of 
the American Woman's Review and the 
Home Magazine, was found dead in a 
bathroom at her home, 2811 Locust 
street, at 7:40 a. m. Monday, by her 
husband, Frank Orff, of the Orff Pub- 
lishing and Printing Co., 2807 Locust 
street. Mrs. Orff suffered a paralytic 
stroke three weeks ago, but apparently 
was recovering when a second stroke 
confined her to bed. A third stroke, 
Monday morning, was fatal. 

As a business woman Mrs. Orff gained 
wide prominence. She lent her support 


‘to the building of the Baptist Orphans’ 


Hiome by getting a contribution of roses 
from Shaw’s Garden, which were sold 
for the benefit of the imstitution, and 
was actively working for the establish- 
ment of farm schools for boys. . 

As editor and associate publisher of 
several magazines, Mrs. Orff gained 
success through her persistent efforts 
She was born in Albany, N. Y., and was 
the niece of James M. Hart and the 
late William Hart, artists of New York 
City. 

Edited First Railway 

Twenty-one years ago, the 
guide called, ‘“Time,’’ was edited by Mrs. 
Orff, and was in common use from 
Maine to California. It was the first of 
the guides and folders so widely distrib- 
uted later. The booklet netted her $7009 
annually, providing funds with whicna 
she prepared in 1890 to publish the Chap- 
erone, magazine devoted to the inter- 
ests of women. 

Her marmage to Orff in St. Louis in 
1892, following the disappearance of her 
first husband, whose name was Swart, 
and his reported death in a railroad ac- 
cident, was widely commented upon. 
Mrs. Orff obtained a divorce at a time 
when there appeared to be doubt as to 
her first husband’s, death, so as to avoid 
laying herself open’to bigamy charges. 

In 1894 Mrs, Orff increased the size 
of the Chaperone and changed its name 
to the American Woman's Review, 
sued monthly. In every World's Fair 
Mrs. Orff held the position of represent- 
ative of women from the State of Mis- 
souri. She was appointed to the Board 
of Lady Managers of the World’s Co- 
lumbian Exposition by Gov. Francis 
and sold handbags Of every description 
from a,.booth, her net profit at the close 
of the fair being $5000. 

At the Paris Exposition, under 2. com- 
mission -from Gov. Stephens, she origi- 
nated a ‘“‘Made-in-St. Louis’’ show. A 
Japanese once offered to exchange cin- 
namon vines for an ad in her magazine. 
Mrs. Orff received several barrels of 
bulbs, which she turned into premiums, 
stocking many states and particularly 
Missouri, with the sturdy vines. 

Mrs. Orff was a daughter of Peter 
Napier Johnstone of Edinburgh, Scot- 
land. Her mother was Marion Hart of 
tlasgow. Many of her paintings as well 
as those of William and James Hart 
adorn the walls of her home. Mrs. Orff 
had no children, but she and her hiuis-

St. Louis which have been up 20 years or more, 
and prove Cartljage stone superior to any lime- 
stone used today anywhere. The test of stone is 
to expose same to heat and frost for years and 
rot merely have it examined by experts favorable 
to a contractor. 

The building of the State capitol from Carthage 
stone means that $600,000 shall be spent among 
the stoneworkers of this State and in turn among 
the taxpayers.

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MISSOURI’S UNJUST TAXATION. 


The. report of the assessors of the State to the 
State Board of Equalization again directs public 
attention to the gross inequality of taxation in 
Missouri under the present system. 

The returns show that of the total assessed 
valuation of taxable property in Missouri, St. 
Louis contributes 37 per cent. The city of St. 
Louis, with St. Louis County and the counties ot 
Jackson, Jasper, Greene and Buchanan, which 
contain the principal cities of the State, contrib- 
ute approximately three-fifths of the taxable 
wealth. . 

St. Louis suffers the greatest injustice. This 
city pays to the State Treasury more than a 
third of its entire revenue for thé maintenance of 
the State government and its activities. 

The State Board of Equalization could rectify 
this gross inequality if it would address itself to 
the task of a real equalization of taxes instead 
ef accepting the returns of County Assessors. It 
bas hitherto refused to do this and has permitted 
the counties to shift a large share of their tax 
burdens on the cities: 

The permanent and just solution of the prob- 
lem, however, lies in the separation of State and 
local taxation, which will enable local Assessors 
to measure the assessment according to needs 
without Yorcing localities whose needs are great 
to bear an unjust share of the State’s burdens. 
This reform would be equitable to all portions 
of the State and should be accomplished at the 
earliest opportunity.

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SUPREME IMPUDENCE. 

The Standard Oil Trust, having persistently 
violated the anti-monopoly laws of its native 
more than four decades, capped the 
climax of armor-plated effrontery by asking. the 
United States Government to protest against a 
bill pending in the German Reichstag, on the 
ground that the bill, if passed, would injure 
the trust’s trade in Germany. 

The bill is the first step toward nationalization 

of the oil trade in Germany, a proceeding de- 
termined upon by the German Government to 
procure #il for its citizens at low prices, and to 
apply the profits of the trade to public instead 
of private uses. 
The Taft administration naturally enough 
sent a protest, but the Wilson administration, 
it need hardly be added, will not renew that pro- 
test. We still have representative government 
at Washington, but it is not now representing 
precisely the same elements that it did under the 
Taft administration. 
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INCOME TAX ON GRAFT. 
If a Congressman pays to a secretary the $1500 
allowed for clerical help, he incurs no income 
tax obligation on the sum. If, however, he falls 
into the evil Capitol way of having a commercial 
stenographer do his work at a piece-rate cost of 
from $10 to $25 a month, he must pay a tax on 
the excess he puts in his pocket. Likewise he 
niust pay a tax on any portion of his mileage 
allowance he saves; also on any*portion of his 
stationery allowance he can graft by using free 
committee stationery instead of buying personal 
stationery. 
That the necessity of returning these ques- 
tionable savings as income will lead hardened 
Congressmen to view them in their true light as 
petty grafts is the belief of some. Certainly the 
certificate Congressmen have to sign to draw the 
secretary money and the income statement they 
have to swear to have points of incompatibility 
torturing to a tender conscience, and while the 
income returns are secret now, they may some 
day be known to history. 
But those who figure that the new tax will 
end some present unworthy practices under- 
estimate the average Congressman’s capacity in 
casuistry when his pocketbook is affected. A 
more probable result is that graft on’ which an 
income tax has been paid will seem to the Con- 
gressman a justifiable, highly sanctified form 
of graft to be added all the more unhesitatingly 
te his bank accourt.

A bill abolishing the contract system in the 
prisons of the State has just passed one branch 
of the Kentucky Legislature and is said to 
he practically sure of passing the other 
branch. This is another evidence of the growing 
sentiment on this demoralizing system, unfair 
both to the convicts over whom the State sur- 
renders a part.of its control and to free labor. 
“The contractor has all the best of it and the 
State all the worst of it in the transactioh,” says 
the Courier-Journal in summing up results. 
Kentucky will, of course, so frame its act as 
to take advantage of the increased power that 
will be granted the states over convict-made 
goods in the passage of the Stone-Booher meas- 
ure by Congress. In ending the contract sys- 
tem in its own prisons it ought not to leave its 
markets open to the convict-made goods of other 
states. 
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U..8. EXPRESS CO.’S EXIT. 

The two. elements of the public that will be 
affected by the dissolution of the U. §. Express 
Co. are the shippers and the employes. The 
stockholders, it is said, will get more than the 
present market value of their stock in the wind- 
up. All they will have to do is to seek new 
investments. 

But shippers on nearly 33,000 miles of rai)- 
road will be left without express service, unless 
other express companies happen to have offices 
at the stations along these lines. This lack 
of service will be partly met by the parcel post, 
and it is expected that the other express com- 
panies, relieved of the U. S. Co.’s competition 


at numerous points, may find it to their ad-

* Those hardest hit, of course, are the 15,000 em- 
ployes. Some of these are also station agents 
and will not be actually out of work. But a 
great many will have to look for new jobs. And, 
with their training, it will not be easy to find 
employment. 

The incident emphasizes what the Post-Dis- 
patch has urged with regard to the organization 
of a system of labor exchanges. Other newly 
created governmental activities may result in 
displacing other large bodies of men engaged in 
private industries.

And they should be required to co- 
operate with each other, so that knowledge of 
conditions all over the country ‘would be in each 
agency, and so that workers could be directed 
tv locations where they could find employment.

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NOT ONE BUT ALL NATIONS. 

Assuming that Representative Knowland of 
California has read the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, 
he knows that the United States guaranteed that 
the Panama Canal ‘shall be free and open to 
the vessels of commerce and war of all na- 
tions * * * on terms of entire equality.” 
While the treaty was a compact between the 
United States and Great Britain, it explicitly 
prescribed the condition upon which not they 
only but every nation of the world should use 
the canal—“‘on terms of entire equality.” 

The desperate attempts being made by various 
politicians at Washington and their accomplices 
to start a wave of Anglophobia in order to em- 
barrass the administration are palpably dishon- 
esf. In. repealing the exemption of coastwise 
trade from the payment of canal tolls, the 
United States will be recognizing Great Britain 
no more than it will bé recognizing the 
rights of every other nation engaged in foreign 
commerce under its own flag. France, Germany, 
Italy, Norway, Belgium, Holland, Spain and all 
rations that own ocean-going vessels have the 
Same cause aS England under the Hay-Paunce- 
fote treaty. 

By that compact Great Britain and the United 
States became trustees for all nations at the 
isthmus. What our advocates of race hatred are 
trying to do, aside from conferring a subsidy 
upon Our coastwise monopoly, is to persuade the 
United States to repudiate its obligations not to 
Great Britain alone, but to the whole world. 
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GENERAL ORDER No. 217. 

No outside criticism of the Police Department 
has been voiced in more severe terms than that 
in Acting Chief Gillaspy’s general order No. 217. 
Its evidence that the department can see itself as 
others see it is gratifying. “There must be an 
improvement all along the line,’’ says Mr. Gillas- 
by. He tells the district Captains that “if vour 
men were doing even ordinary police duty, many 
of these crimes would be prevented and arrests 
made. In some precincts men are not even walk- 
ing their beats.”

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DOES RED CROSS LENGTHEN WARS? 
Miss Edith Durham, who had such oppor- 
tunities for observation during the Balkan War 
us were permitted correspondents, advanced in a 
London lecture the curious theory that the Red 
Cross prolongs the horrors of war. 

Her reasoning runs this way: Thousands of 
soldiers who might otherwise die are preserved 
through Red Cross ministrations. The recovery 
of thousands of sick and wounded soldiers is 
hastened who might otherwise be incapacitated 
until after the war had been finished. These 
soldiers are returned to the ranks to continue 
fighting after the date on which the losses im- 
posed by a different condition might force the 
end of the war through the exhaustion of one 
or both sides. 

If the Red Cross is in league with militarism, 
it is time, indeed, the alliance is dissolved by 
the introduction of the universal peace era. But 
hers is only an academic and rather fantastic 
view. It is akin to the cynical view that ameli- 
orative agencies insuring a better equipment and 
greater longevity in the battle. for a livelihood 
only prolong an agony that. might sooner be 
ended. 

If the Red Cross extends war’s duration, then 
exchange of prisoners, small-caliber bullets, merey 
to noncombatants, bombardment of populous 
cities only after due notice and other humane 
usages must extend it. 

But we know that the duration of wars has 
been greatly .shortened since the days when 
helpless wounded left on the field were killed,

were poisoned and women and children were 
enslaved. The Red Cross helps to restrict the 
vogue of war by softening ferocities of the fight 
that might lead to perpetual international feuds.

EFFICIENT FIRE PREVENTION, 
From the New York Evening Post. 

A long step towards efficient inspec- 
tion of buildings with reference to fire 
prevention seems to have been taken by 
the Fire Department tn its inauguration 
of a system of monthly reports from the 
uniformed force. 

Hitherto semi-annual inspections have 
been so made, but only for the sake of 
information. Now the responsible par- 
ties are warned to put their premises 'n 
the condition required by law, and the 
frequency of the inspections enables the 
officers to learn without much delay 
Whether the order has been complied 
with. The first of these reports shows 
that more than 100,000 inspections were 
made, of which about 8,000 furnished 
no ground for complaint. In 20,000 cases 
violations were found, of which 18,000 
were remedied at once on verbal notice 
by the inspecting firemen. Between 7000 
and 8000 violations have not been reme- 
died, the owners and agents in most in- 
stances having requested further time. 
Interest will center upon the 1000 cases 
vhere usually dangerous conditions were 
found, of which detailed reports were 
made. 

Some of these were about as bad as 
they could be, including one downtown 
building in which 300 persons are em- 
ployed at manufacturing, and another in 
which 200 are employed, neither of which 
is provided with fire escapes. Commis-

Water still in 
ditches and low places in the flelds, but 
surface dry. good rain would be 
beneficial, but nothing suffering. Very 
little corn being shipped in and the only 
demand seems to be for the local towns’ 
consumption. Acreage of corn will be 
reduced in Northern and Western Okla- 
homa, as everything seems to be in 
wheat and oats. Mills are getting more 
from farmers and country elevators than 
they had expected.’’
